The Bethel House apartments 
imvolved substantial renowation, of 
the Thunderbird Motel on Main 
‘Street, and new construction of 
‘one wing to make up the 20 units. 
-All the units are spacious, and 
two of the apartments are espec- 
jally designed for handicapped 
persons, Each of the units. also in- 
eludes a safety-emergency call 
system for the elderly tenants. 

The Maine State Housing Anth- 
ority provided the $721,722 per- 
manent mortgage financing for 
‘Bethel House. The apartments, 
were developed as part of the £ed- 
‘eral Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment Section 8 New Constrmuction/ 
Substantial Rehabilitation  pro- 
gram, which means the elderly 
tenants will pay no more than 30% 
‘of their income for rent. 

The renovation of the old motel 
and the new construction generat- 
ed about $610,000 worth of con- 
struction activity. Everett Dob- 
son and Sons of Portland was the 
‘eontnactors.

If the ret+ 
reactive tax indexing is continued 
We must lay off some staff, dis- 
continue some programs, and cut 
our services, 

As president of the Maine Coun- 
cil of Community Mental Health 
Servicés I am recognizing that 
since fewer people can be served 
in the local communities more will 
be sent to the state hospitals, Ex- 
perience has proven that far bet- 
ter long-term care can be offered 
in community care, But they will 
not be able to be discharged un- 
less there are community facilities 
to care for them. 

More people will be needing 
Mental Health services due in 
part to the economic stresses 
caused by reductions im other gen- 
eral assistance programs. It is a 
viciotis. cycle and I unge you to 
contact your legislators asking 
them to vote for the repeal of the 
Retroactive Tax Indexing.

The 
reporter concluded his. remarks by 
this observation of the Bethel 
scene: “There are no loafers ab- 
out here this, winter, but plenty of 
work for everybody, and good 
wages. Teams are in demand and 
men are wanted.” 

There was a bit of excitement 
one day in Bethel when the “Ox- 
ford Democrat” for Oct. 27, 1885, 
reported: “As Thomas Green of 
North Waterford was driving a 
drove of cattle through the village 
at Bethel Hill, a large bull became 
furious and entered the house of 
Ziba Durkee and overturned the 
dinner table and attacked his wife 
and ‘would have killed her, had not 
timely aid been at hand. Mr.

Money for College— 

It’s Still There!! ; 
Stories about rising costs, bud- 

get cuts, and long lines at college 

financial aid offices have discou- 


raged some students: and caused © 


them to change their college plans 
before they even apply for adimis- 
sion. Don’t let the stories get you 
down. There is: plenty of good news 
to go along with the bad nenws 
about budget cuts—the bad news 
just gets more publicity! — 

Even with budget cuts, there 
still ane literally billions. of dol- 
lars in. financial aid funds from 
. the federal government, state gov- 
ernments, colleges and universi- 
ties, and private organizations and 
the point really is that you should- 
nt give up trying to get financial 
aid before you find out about the 
aid that may be awvaillable to you. 
Types of Aid 

Grants—Grants. are monies ¥iv- 
en to students. on the basis. of need 
with no obligation to repay. Exam- 
ples of government grant pro- 
grams aré PELL Grants (formerly 
the Basic Educational Opportunity 
Grants—BEOG) and the Supple- 
mental Educational Opportinity 
Grants (SEOG). These are both 
free monies. You may apply by 
using either the federal form fdr 
the PELL only, or you may use 
the Financial Aid Form (PAF). 
The PAF has the advantage that it 
can be used for other federal and 
college programs, . 

Work Study—The College Work 
Study Program (CWS) is adimin- 
_istered by the college or trade 
school, These jobs énable students 
to earn part of their college costs. 
This. program is funded with 80% 
federal money and 20% institution- 
al or employer funds.. 

‘Loans — The governnient pro- 
grams include the National- Direct 
Student Loan from the ‘college aid 
officer (at 5% interest) and the 
Guaranteed Student Loan from 
.your local bank (at 9% interest). 
These loans carry very low inter- 
est in today’s inflationary times 
and can be repaid after the stu- 
dent ‘completes his, or her edtca-:

The Financial Aid Form (FAP) 
has some changes this year, The 
eligibility requirements may be a 
little tighter this last year, but it 
does not mean you should become 
discouraged and not bother to ap- 
ply, Each year thousands lose out 
because they don’t think they 
will qualify. When in doubt, there 
is one good answer, Apply and 
find out, For the PELL grant the 
cost to apply is the price of a 


postage stamp; for the FAF there » 


is a small processing fee. The 
investment is well worth. it, 
How to Apply 

Should . you apply? You have 
two choices: Either you do or you 
don’t, If you don’t it cam .be gua- 
ranteed that you sill not get any 
aid. 

One form, the College Scholar- 
ship Service, Financial ‘Aid Form 
(FAF), is the form required by 
most. post-secondary institutions 
along the East Coast. Our area 
uses the PAF. There is another 
form used in Vermont and. in oth- 
er parts of the country. Details 
about that program, adiminister- 
ed by the American College Test- 
ing Program, are available from 
area counselors. 

If you plan to apply fou financial 
aid, bear in mind that you can- 
not be given a decision on finan- 


cial aid: without (1) ifirst gaining 


admission to the trade school or 
college, although don’t wait for 
this to apply for aid, and (2) filing 
all necessary financial and appli- 
cation forms. Besides. the PAF, 
many colleges require that you 
fill out their own application form. 
Take ‘careful notice of all finanicial 
aid details and deadlines: specified 
in the individual college catalogs. 
General Considerations 

1. You cannot file the new Fi- 
nancial Aid Form until after Jan. 
1, 1983. 

2. Almost. all financial aid be- 
ing awarded today is based on 
the family’s. financial need, and 
not the student’s grades or class 
standing, A ‘“C”- student could 
easily end up avith more financial 
aid than an ‘‘A’’ student if that 
student’s family finances reflect a 
greater need. 

3. All finanicial information! pro- 
vived by parents. is completely 
confidential between the parents, 
the College Scholarship Service 
(CSS) which processes the appli- 


cation, and the trade schools or 


colleges: you specify to receive the 
information, No: one in your lo¢al 
school or community has access 
to this information. : 
Specific Considerations 

One should try to file the Fi- 
nancial Aid Form as early as pos- 
Sible after Jan. 1, 1983. Matiy of 
the questions on the FAF are 
keyed to your 1982 income tax re- 
turn. Because of this, it may be 
worth your while to file your in- 
come tax return as early as pos- 
sible this year. You can wait for 
your W-2’s to rettirn; you can call

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ask for your wage information; or 
you can figure your own payroll 
‘receipts. Check the college filing 
deadline or call your counselor to 
see if it is advisable to get the 
FAF done before all 'W-2's are re- 
turned, 

Do the FAF as soon as possible. 
So many times it happens that a 
student with a great ameunt of 
need takes his or her time getting 
the fonms filled out and sent in, 
There is a first-come, first senved 
element in many of the programs, 
An early filing of the FAP. will 
help (college work study is a good 
example). 

The actual application process 
follows these steps: 

1. Obtain a FAF from your Jo- 
cal counselor or from the college. 

2, Read the directions. Fill out 
the form, Use black or dark ink; 
do not use pencil. Do not use deci- 
mal points. or commas. Round off 
to the nearest dollar, The: combput- 
er cannot pilck up commas or de- 
cimal points and $500.00 becomes 
$50,000. Enter a zero on all lines 
that do not apply to you but have 
a dollar sign in front of them, Ex- 
plain unusual circumstances in 
item 69, or send a separate sheet 
of paper. Eventually this. section 
is read, and the CSS icannot know 
things that may help you if you 
don’t tell them.

3. The College Scholarship Ser- 
vice then analyzes the FAF iand- 
sends its data to: the processor of 
the PELL ‘grants amd to those col- 
leges specified on the fonm. 

4. The PELL Grant processor 
will send a Student Aid Report 
(SAR) directly to the student. Read 
it and follow the instructions care- 
fully. 

5. The colleges send the family 
a decision as to how much aid, if 
any, it can expect from all source- 
es. .

With no snow on the ground and 
Unseasonably mild temperatures, 
there has been little use of baick- 
country trails and shelters by ski- 
ers or svow-shoers on the Evans 
Notch Ranger District of the- White 
Mountain National Forest, . Hiking 
use, however, has increased. All 
backcountry bikers are urged to 
be prepared for the more season- 
able winter snowstorm and have 
the necessary equipment to reach 
the trailhead safely or, if neices- 
sary, survive the night. 

The gale-force winds over the 
Christmas week end did only lim- 
ited damage to forested areas’ on 
the District.
